ILLINOIS.— The 53rd general as­

makes the man 
who sells poison 
liquor which causes death punishr 
able the same as if he committed 
murder. Bill which 
provided fund 
for prohibition enforcement vetoed. 
INDIANA— Four 
bills, 
two 
of 
which amended laws 
already 
in 
force, having to do with strength­ 
ening of the state prohibition law, 
were passed by the Indiana general 
assembly at its recent session and 
have been signed by Gov. W arren 
T. McCray. 
The bills briefly provide that: 
ersons 
operating 
vehicles 
while 
under the influcence of liquor are 
guilty of a misdemeanor 
punish­ 
able by a fine not exceeding $500, 
to which shall be added a jail sen­ 
tence of 
from ten 
days to 
six 
months. Persons convicted a second 
time are guilty of felony, punish­ 
able with a jail sentence of from 
one to five years. 
It is unlawful to have in posses­ 
sion or under control any still for 
m anufacturing intoxicating liquor in 
violation of the laws of the state.
